Hays 
organization. 


"Some very liberal payments of ex-

In Abyssinian History 


Addis Ababa, Abyssinia — (JP) — 


"Bad coffee" is the term employed by 
Abysinians in referring to the sud- 
den death of any prominent man or 
woman, close to the throne, when 
they suspect poisoning. 


Poison has always played a lead- 


ing role in the struggles of the chief- 
tains of various tribes and between 
former Emperors and their vassals 
or even the:r equals. 


When Empress Zaoditu died on 


April 3 there was a well defined 
rumor in Abyssinia, later extending 
to foreign countries, that she had 
been poisoned. But the more enlight- 
ened among the European 'colony 
here were aware that the Ras Tafa- 
ri, who succeeded his mother-in-law 
and is to be crowned November 2 as 
Emperor of 
Ethiopia, 
had taken 


every precaution that the usual 
whisper of "Bad coffee" should not 
be passed around by his subjects. 


He had caused several European 


doctors and professors to attend the 
empress and their signatures are af- 
fixed to a document on file in the 
archives, to the effect that she died 
a natural death. 


The coincidence of the Empress' 


death, two days after the defeat and 
slaying in battle of Ras Gugsa, her 
former husband, who had raised the 
standard of 
rebellion against the 


Ras Tafari, struck the minds of the 
primitive Abyssinians, 
who were 


aware that Zaoditu was doing her 
utmost to assist the rebels. 


In the old days when the emperor 


desired to get rid of a particularly 
dangerous adversary and felt open 
battle to be dangerous, he would ex- 
press a keen desire for peace and 
concord and invite his enemy to 
come to the Palace and partake of 
the "coffee of peace." Many times 
the coffee proved deadly and hence 
the "bad coffee" tradition anchored 
in the minds of the Abyssinians.

due to injuries or sickness incurred 
while in the service. 
These men, 


in the opinion of Raymond C. Park- 
er, •writing in the "American Legion 
monthly" for June, have a claim 
against the government and 
may 


sue for payment of disability bene- 
fits if the cause of their disability 
dates back to the time of service, 
while the insurance was 
still 
in 


force. 
Such a cause of total and 


permanent disability would automa- 
tically have matured the policy, and 
made payment of further premiums 
unnecessary, he believes. 


The veteran seeking benefits un- 


der the disability clause of his in- 
surance policy must first apply to 
the veterans' bureau, and if his ap- 
plication is turned down must car- 
ry it to the "Washington office of 
the bureau. 
If they, too, reject his 


claim, he may sue in the 
federal 


court in the district in which he 
resides. The law provides, however, 
that no claims raay be filed later 
than July 3, 1931.

It was no easy thing- for the Wis- 


consin legislature to adjourn. 


The fact that men elected to respon- 


sible positions require so much exer- 
tion to release their grip on power or 
their place in the public limelight, is 
hardly a criticism, but the recognition

that is ackunowledged.in the constitu- 
tions of over twenty of our states which 
limit the legislative sessions to definite 
times. 


It would have been a blessing had 


some person interested himself suffi- 
ciently to ascertain the exact amount 
of time that was used by our legis- 
lature in running other people's busi- 
ness so as to confront these lawgivers 
with their wastage. 
A rough guess 


would indicate that the legislature 
might have adjourned a month ago 
had its ambitions dealt only with the 
affairs of Wisconsin and its people. 


It used up time to tell congress how 


to run its business, advised Mr. Hoover 
"concerning the duties of the president, 
told the supreme court how to admin- 
ister 
justice, petitioned the 
gov- 


^efnor of California concerning the

of

of his 
own- citi- 


.zens, tore the treaty of Versailles 
Jail to pieces, and stopped little short of 


„ the Chinese revolution and the Ein- 


stein theory. 


Aside from certain proper resolu- 


• tions petitioning congress for relief 


within its legitimate sphere, all of this 
time was simply thrown into the river. 
'iThe outcome of our legislators' debate 


made- as much difference in the re- 
sults as scratching a match heats up 
the Polar regions. 


The legislature,, we believe, has done 


much work of a worthy^nature, failed 
in some particulars because"~"~of too 
much heat, personal bitterness and par- 
tisan prejudice, and could have im- 
proved its record substantially had it 
minded its own business more. 


CHEAP MONEY 


It is clear that a common policy is

By 
diverting funds from investment in 
low yield securities to something less 
perfect it can give an impulse to the 
investment structure at the top which 
will tend to travel on like waves of the 
sea. 


IMPEACHMENT 
TRIALS 


The failure of th eTennessee legisla- 


ture to vote impeachment charges 
against Governor Horton earlier in the 
month, together with the comparative- 
ly large number of impeachment trials 
had throughout the country during the 
last ten years, has tended to fix public 
attention upon the questionable advisa- 
bility of permitting a political body to 
act as judge and jury. 


The principal charge-against Gover- 


nor Horton had to do with the deposit 
of nearly $7,000,000 of. state funds in 
four Tennessee banks that went to the 
wall due to the wild financial methods 
of one Roger Caldwell-,' who called 
himself a banker, and one Luke Lea, 
who is designated as a newspaper man. 


When the legislature voted no bill 


against him Governor Horton fervent- 
ly exclaimed: "I am deeply grateful 
to all rny friends." So it was a matter 
of friendship. 
It is rather apparent 


that Horton blurted out the controlling 
factor in an impeachment trial. 


The trial of a governor or other 


state official before a legislature is 
supposed to be the counterpart of the 
trial of a citizen in court for miscon- 
duct. But in the latter case the judge 
must be fair and impartial and if the 
accused is in doubt about it he can se- 
cure another, or if one party fears that 
a personal friendship may have existed 
between the other and the judge, all he 
need do is mention the fact to compel 
the bringing in of a strange judge. The 
jurors must qualify as unbiased, impar- 
tial and without any fixed notions in 
the matter or the law will keep the citi- 
zens of the county going through the 
courtroom until a wholly fair jury can 
be procured. 


In impeachment trials such a pro- 


cedure is impossible. The legislature 
is made up of close political friends or 
bitter political enemies of the man on 
trial, with possibly a few independents. 
Picture a man acquitted of crime turn- 
ing and bowing gravely to the judge 
and jury with the remark: "I am deep- 
ly grateful to all my friends." Such 
a judge or jury would not only be 
scorched with fiery criticism but, were 
such a state of affairs to continue, trials 
would be unheard of as the outcome 
could be easily ascertained by finding 
out who had the most friends in the 
deciding tribunal. 


But in spite of all its shortcomings, 


let us, before we discard the present 
system, find one that will be an im- 
provement upon it. 


Opinions Of Others 


TAXATION A GROWING PROBLEM 


The governors of states in annual conference 


at French Lick, Ind., are concentrating their at- 
ention upon the problem of taxation. Strangely 
enough, It is not the problem of getting more 
money that causes them concern, but the prob- 
em of doing with less. For the governors, in 
common with all sober students of governmental 
economics, are realizing that taxation has been 
overdone, that the country has been spending 
oo much for government In proportion to its in- 
come, and that it is time to get down to serious 
study of the many and complicated questions 
that are involved in this broad subject. 


Last year the public expenditures, national, 
state and local, amounted to about $13,500,000,- 
000. This is more than lour times the total .n 
1913 and eight times the total of 1903, according 
,o the figures of the national industrial confer- 
ence board. The national Income last year—that 
s, the income of the whole people—was about 
;SO,000,OOO.OOOt so that approximately 17 per cent 
of all incomes was paid out directly or indirectly 
n taxes, and this load is now increasing at the 
rate of $600,000,000 a year. In the last twenty 
years the public expenditures have Increased 
.hree times as much pioportionately as the in- 
crease of the national income. 


This disproportion, great as It was, did not 


seem so bad while the country was continually 
growing in wealth and prosperity. But now the 
situation has chanced. National 
income 
has 


greatly declined, but public expenditures have 
not declined. 


The question Is how can governmental expen- 


litures—and that means the expenditures of the 
'ederal, state, and municipal governments—be 
brought and kept within reasonable relation to 
he income of the people? 


Tax officials representing the state of Illinois, 


Massachusetts, and New York called on Presi- 
lent Hoover the other day with the suggestion 
hat something be done to promote a coordina- 
ion of taxes among our various forms of gov- 
ernment to prevent duplication and overlapping. 
At the governor's conference Gov. Brucker of 
Michigan proposed that the state should use Its 
power to limit, regulate, and supervise the minor 
•ubdivisions In their tax levies and expenditures. 
Gov. 
Woodrlng of Kansas, on the other hand, 


uggested the abolition of townships and the en- 
argement of county divisions by consolidation, 
educing the number of local governments, the 
tate imposing a limitation only upon tax levies. 
Obviously the plan of Gov. Brucker is opposed to 
ur ideas of local self-government, but that of 


Gov. 
Woodringr is in line with them. 


These, however, are but straws that show that 


he wind Is blowing and its general direction. 
Taxation Is a question that the country cannot 
wifely.

To the con- 
sciousness of a normal, intelligent 
person the fact that no such wretch- 
edness or malaise or headache occurs 
when the function is delayed a day 
or two if one ignores or

tions still darken the lives of school 
children every term end. I know that 
examinations have a place in 
any 


scheme of education 
or training. 


What I find fault with 
is the use 


made of the examination. When it is 
given at the right time in the right 
place and used with wisdom, the ex- 
amination Is a. useful 
bit of tech- 


nique In classroom practice. Too of- 
ten it is used as a means of ridding 
the teacher or the school of 
chil- 


dren 'whose gifts and tendencies and 
achievements trouble the still 
wa- 


ters of the static school. 


"What's that? 
You don't know_? 


How did you ever get here? You're 
not fit for high school. I'll give you 
an examination and show you up. 
People like you have 
no business 


here." 


When an examination is given in 


such a spirit, -when It is intended to 
expose the 
ignorance 
of a child, 


•when It is meant 
to display the 


weakness of his unseasoned powers, 
It is a cruel wrong and a. bitter in- 
justice. Any teacher 
worthy 
the 


name, any school worth public sup- 
port, endeavors by ail possible means 
to hold a child in school and show 
him how to make the most of what- 
ever gifts he may have, 
meagre 


though they be. 
.It Is quite possible for a child to 


pass an examination In the elemen- 
tary school and fail utterly 
in the 


same examination a, year later. This 
is due to the characteristics of child 
growth. In the elementary schools he 
takes to learning lists and facts and 
rules as a duck to water. His verbal 
memory is • strong and eager. 
The 


teacher drills him. to pass and he 
passes. 


With adolescence there comes a 


change. His interests are beyond the 
stage, of fact gathering. He wants 
now to explore and discover and cre- 
ate and think. His personality is as- 
serting itself and .his Interests are 
those of the adult rather than those 
of a child. 
He has begun to put 


away childish things and to take on" 
the habiliments of. maturity. To give 
him an examination 
in elementary 


school work is like asking 
a full 


grown man to play marbles; He may 
win through but the chances 
are 


against It. 


In the days when teachers had lit- 


tle or no training and should not be 
depended upon to do their' work 
with thoroughness .• and vision the 
clergyman and the local 
scholars 


examined the children. The examina- 
tion was more a test of. the teacher's 
work than of the 
child's 
ability 


though then, as now, the1 frightened 
child bore the brunt 
of the battle. 


That time has passed with the en- 
trance of the skilled teacher and su- 
pervisor. Every child 
is known to 


his teacher and her judgment will be 
found to be about as close to truth 
as the result of an examination giv- 
en by a. stranger. I have found this 
to be so. 


The worth while qualities that a 


real school stimulates in its children 
are not to be measured by any exam- 
ination. The teaching must stand or 
fall by what the child DOES. Educa- 
tion that does not function in every- 
day living is a failure. 
Education 


that makes for complete, rich, use- 
ful complete living Is a decided suc- 
cess. I have never seen the examina- 
tion that measured just that. 


The day coming when an examin- 


ation becomes an expression of coop- 
eration between teacher and pupils, 
a useful bit of classroom technique. 
The day when It can be used as a 
club to strike down children reach- 
ing for the fruit of the tree of know- 
ledge, Is about to pass. Heaven speed 
it on Its way.

•"The disaster-to the English R-101 
showed that the only danger that re- 
mains for a lighter-than-air craft is 
that of explosion in the event of run- 
ning up against a-mountain or hit- 
ting the ground hard," Dr. Eckener 
said. . • 


"We no longer fear storms or heat 


or cold. Our Graf Zeppelin has been 
through the toughest weather imag- 
inable. The only -possible, element of 
danger is the inflammability of hy- 
drogen gas in the balloons, and of 
'blau gas' and benzine for the motors. 


"The dirigible which we are design- 
ing, will be filled with helium gas and 
will be driven' by motors using crude 
oil as fuel. 


"The' decision to change to these 


two non-inflammable materials has 
set us back a whole year, but-there 
was no other thing to do. 
"' 
', 


"It will be good news for Inveterate 


smokers, that our new snip will have 
a large smoking room. It will be easi- 
er, too, to Increase other comforts for 
passengers. 


."It reo;ulres about 20 per cent more 


helium gas to carry the same load as 
hydrogen gas. Hence, while our new 
dirigible was originally designed to 
carry 165,00 cubic meters of hydro- 
gen, we must now enlarge it to carry 
200,00 cubic meters of helium. 


Larger Than Akron 


"The dirigible • under construction 


in Akron, Ohio, Is to be of approxi- 
mately the same size as that which 
we originaly designed for Friedrich-. 
shafen. Now that we shall increase 
the size of ours to allow for the heli- 
um, the German craft will be some- 
what larger than the Akron 
ship, 


whose 
cubicle content 
is nearly 


double that of the Graf. 


"On the whole, the new dirigible 


will resemble the .Graf Zeppelin, ex- 
cept that it will be at least twice as 
big. Its body will be somewhat more 
distended, like that of thi R-101, in 
that the ratio of its diameter to its 
length will be 1:16 
whereas 
the 


Graf's ratio Is 1:7.5. 


"That, however, 'is merely a detail. 


In principle the construction will be 
the same, and such progress as will 
be noticeable over our previous types 
will come chiefly from the .new Diesel 
motors, which are far more econoinl- 
'cal than gasollm motors. 
In fact, 


they consume only 
two-thirds 
as 


much fuel as gas engines." 


Graf Still In Favor 


Though .speaking enthusiastically 


of the 
planned dirigible, Eckener 


could not conceal his affection for 
the Graf Zeppelin. 


"That ship is good for many yeai'S 


more of absolutely safe travel," he 
said. "We have given it a thorough 
overhauling and it navigates as 
though it were brand ny. As every 
part, be it ever so minute, is renewed 
as quickly as It shows signs of wear, 
the Graf Is as safe as any new craft. 
Do you suppose I would otherwise 
agree to take the helf myself on the 
proposed Arctic flight? 


"After all, the Graf is a youngster 


compared with the Los Angeles, and 
yet America would not think of 
scrapping that dirigible, which was 
completed In 1923, would It?"

search is helping- the oil man in a 
practical way and in this field an 
interesting side light Is the Investi- 
gation of the 
source 
rocks 
and 


migration of oil and gas. 


Oil is not usually 
found in the 


rock where it originated, so our 
problem Is to learn what the source 
rocks are. Wo are getting data on 
this from a study of modern marine 
sediments, determining which types 
yield the most oily matter. 


We know that most oil JH derived 


from plant material and that which 
has accumulated under brackish or 
salt water conditions seems to give 
better yield than fresh water 
ac- 


cumulations. 


A study of certain black uhales of 


New York state shows that some 
of this rock was deposited under 
fresh water conditions nnd somo un- 
der salt water conditions. We find 
that more oil can be distilled out of 
that portion of the deposit which re- 
presents marine, than 
from 
that 


which la fresh water depOBition. 


Marino 


We have found that it is probably 


tho very lowest forma of plant life 
that produce 
oil and that 
they 


abound in marine or brackish wa- 
ter, 
so that most Rource> rocks arc 


probably of marine origin. 


Tho source rocks often appear to 


bo black shaloa, but all black rocks, 
even though they 
contain 
altered 


plant material are not source rocks. 
The point is that in somo cases 
plants decay to form coal and

others form oil. 


The geologist has also found that 


the oil migrates from its source bed 
Into reservoir rock where it is now 
found and this problem Is also be- 
ing attacked to determine what cans- 
ee-s it to migrate and how far

sidelight it has beon found that if 
a finely porous rock filled with oil 
Is next to a more ,open ono filled 
with water, tho latter because o£ its 
greater adhesive qualities will 
In- 


vade tho light rock and force 
the 


oil Into tho more open one. In gen- 
oral oil and gas migrate from 
the 


source rock to tho nearest ' open 
rock. 


In engineering work, geology has 


become of great assistance. It has 
become highly important In building 
dams and reservoirs, since tho dam 
must be located on a strong, water- 
tight foundation and tho reservoir 
should not show excessive leakage. 
Theso factors are all controlled by 
geologic conditions. 


The construction ot the Catsklll 


aqueduct from tho Catsklll moun- 
tains to New York city called tor the 
solution of many geologic problems. 
Not tho least Interesting of these 
was tho crossing of the Hudson riv- 
er, where the aqueduct had to pass 
under the river in aolld rock.

Tho geologist 
can make a study of tho mountain 
to bo tunnolcd through, construct a 
geologic cross section and thus 'de- 
termine beforehand, approximately 
at least, tho kind and amount of 
each rock typo to bo removed.

PLANTING CABBAGE, 


CULTIVATING CORN 


F a r m e r s Who Checked 


Fields Having Easier Time 
With Weeds 


BY W. F. WINSEY 
Farmers were almost equally di- 


vided on the basis of work. Nearly 
one-half of them were 
cultivating 


"corn and the other half were plant 
ins cabbage. A few were stirring 
hay In swaths or windrows or mow- 
Ing. -In the west and north parts of 
Outagamie-co cabbage planting will 
continue through next week. The 
damp soil, the strong wind and the 
hot sun were favorable to 
killing 


weeds and planting cabbage but the 
weather could not be trusted 
for 


mowing meadows. Farmers who are 
still clinging to the old method of 
drilling their corn were having a 
hard time removing the weeds in 
the rows as they could cultivate only 
one way while others who checked 
their seed were doing a much better 
Job by cultivating both ways. 
In 


some cases the drillers, besides them 
selves with team and cultivator, had 
the entire family in the cornfields 
with hoes trying to kill the weeds 
left standing by the cultivator. The 
checkers of seed corn were doing the 
entire work with cultivators. 


In a few years time in order to 


save the plant food that weeds are 
taking from farm crops, to kill all 
the weeds with the minimum of work 
and to increase the yields of matur- 
ed crops, farmers will not only check 
their corn but also their cabbage and 
potatoes. The checking method is not 
only approved by those who are us 
ing it for all of those crops but it is 
also strongly recommended by the 
United States Department of Agri 
culture. 
For setting cabbage, Farmers' Bui 


letin No. 433, TJ. S Department of 
Agriculture, says: "Painstaking cab- 
bage growers mark the 
field 20 


inches apart in one direction and 
drive the setting machine at right 
angles to these marks, thus enabl- 
ing the setters to place the plants m 
checkrows SO to 36 inches apart. 


"This plan has the advantage of 


placing the plants at better intervals 
and permits of cultivation in both 
directions early in the season " 


Rapid Growth 


Corn and small grain are very rap- 


idly under the inspiration of rams 
and hot weather. The hot weather 
may be too much for the small grain 
if it continues to improve with the 
herds continually grazing. 
Aside 


fiom sweet clover a-nd alfalfa, hay 
is a very light crop. Timothy hay 
and its mixtures will average about 
a half ton per acre, mixtures of red 
and alsike clover about three quar 
ters of a ton per acre, sweet clover 
two tons per acre, and alfalfa about 
a ton per acre th? first cutting Al- 
falfa would do much better if 
it 


were not for its mixtures with tim- 
othy which makes the alfalfa thin on 
the ground 
In townships where the farmers 


are raising sweet clover, most of the 
tanners are reserving their crops for 
hay. Some of these farmers say that 
they will get three tons per acre 
from the sweet clover fields of very 
_ood hay. 
Most of them pastured 


their sweet clover early in the sea- 
son and last fall during the drouth. 


On Thursday, Harry Ballard, town 


of Grand-Chute was making hay of 
a seven acre crop of volunteer sweet 
clover. He estimated his yield at 
three tons per acre. 
He considers 


sweet clover almo t equal to alfalfa 
hay as a feed for dairy cattle after 
five years experience. He says that 
there is no waste except the largest 
stems and his horses clean these up.

Most foreign governments say their 
actions were Intended as reprisals. 
Some Oia-ve characterized them as 
"legitimate defense" measures. 


The world-wide economic depres- 
sion is, of course, rated the domi- 
nant influence in the shaping of 
commercial policies of most foreign 
countries during the last year. On 
the one hand, this has led several 
'groups of countries to come togeth- 
er to consider plans of easing the 
destrictions on trade or for concert- 
ed action in the marketing of sur- 
plus products. On the other hand, 
it has led to a stiffening of the bar- 
riers' against foreign goods in order 
to protect the home markets. 


Protective Measures 


In European countries, unemploy- 


ment and- the slump In trade nat- 
"urally fostered measures designed 
-to stimulate the sale of home prod- 
ucts and to restrict the importation 
of foreign goods. In some instances, 
duties were increased to help meet 
governmental deficits due to reduced 
income. 


One of the most aggravating fac- 


tors In-the European situation, just 
as -in the United States, was the 
farm depression. Over production 
•steadily falling- commodity prices 
an* the "dumping" of large quanti- 
ties of Russian farm products caused 
agrarian distress and governmental 
concern. 


Agricultural relief was the osten- 


sible reason for enactment of the 
American tariff bill, in all but five 
of the 24 countries In Europe mak- 
ing tariff changes, agricultural prod- 
ucts figured prominently. 


To offset the tension In Interna- 


tional 
competition and the fierce 


spirit of economic nationalism, there 
was In Europe during the last year 
considerable activity in the negotia- 
tion of "favored nation" commercial 
treaties, tariff bargaining and trade 
restriction conferences. 


* "United States of Europe" 
Probably the most portentous of 


the proposals for concerted economic 
action was the scheme for a "United 
States of Europe." Such a federation 
or commercial union, its advocates 
say, would- permit the unobstructed 
flow of trade on the continent and 
facilitate tariff parity between Eu- 
rope and the United States.

SURVEY SHOWS 


INCREASE IN TAXES 
ON OWNERS OF GARS 


Burden on Motorists Has 


Been Boosted 31 Per Cent 
in 10 Years 


New York—In the past 10 years 


the tax burden on the shoulders of 
the motorists has Increased 31 per 
cent, according to a survey of John 
E. Walker, former special assistant 
of the treasury, as recently released 
by the National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 


In 1921, "Walker's figures show, 


highway costs were imposed only to 
the extent of 10 8 per cent on motor- 
ists. Of the remamer, 43 1 per cent 
were met by general property taxes 
and 
appropriations, 
7 per .cent 


through federal aid appropriations 
and 39 1 per cent through bonds. 


But how the picture has changed! 
In 1929, the last year for which 


the figures are available, motorists 
paid 41 8 per cent of the total of 
road- cost and maintenance. General 
property taxes and appropriations 
accounted for 37 per cent, federal 
aid took care of about 4 7 per cent, 
and bonds made up the remaining 
16 5 per cent.

Early reports on figures of 1930 


indicate that the motorists' share 
will run even higher than in 1929. 


Not only does the motorist bear 


this share of the road tax hurden, 
but the general property tax hits 
the majority of them, for to own a 
motor car generally puts the motor- 
ist in the property owning- class, the 
N. A. C. C. figures. 


Another interesting- part of the 


survey reveals that special motor 
vehicle taxes have increased more 
than 200 per cent since 1921. The 
average special tax payment in 1921 
wrs 512 22. In 1929 it was nearly $30.

:axes, general 
property taxes for 


state roads decreased 65 per cent 
during the period, while total funds 
for these roads increased 141 per 
cent.

This map, prepared from reports to the II. S. Weather Bureau at Washington, 
shows . the region of 


greatest intensity in a new crop-destroying drought that is menacing the northwest. The figures indicate 
the amount of ralnful during March, April and May, taking 100 as norma.1. Wheat and other crops have 
suffered heavy losses, although recent showers have afforded temporary relief in some areas. The figure of 
114 for Washington state is somewhat misleading as it is due to heavy rains In the west part in March, 
fcastern Washington is very dry. Figures are not yet available for Oregon, although It is In the drought re- 
gion.

BOAST OF SANDINO 


Claim Rebel Chieftain Has 


4,000 Rifles, 36 Machine 
Guns 


Mexico City—C/P)—Dr. Pedro Jose 


Zeueda, representative here of' eGn 
eral Augusto Cesar Sandino, nays 
that his chief is starting his fifth 
year of revolutionary warfare In 
Nicaragua with 2,100 well equipped 
and disciplined raiders. 


His movement started at Ocatal, 


May 4, 1927, when Sandino refused 
to accept the Stimson settlement 
terms by laying down his "arms. A 
bitter, battle resulted and he fled 
to the north with some followers. 


"Many of his 1,200 men and some 


300 civilians were killed In that bat- 
tle," said Zepeda, "but it only made 
him resolved to carry on his fight. 
Since then he has lost 3,000 men In 
fights with American marines and 
Nicaraguan guards. 


Zepeda, asserted that Sandino to- 


day has 
4,000 rifles, 
36 machine 


guns, adequate ammunition and 
plentiful supplies. 


"There is no mystery about where 


Sandino gets his arms and supplies," 
said his agent. "Early In the fight 
about 400 rifles were sent In from" 
outside, but that is all the outside" 
help he has received. 


"In the earlier days the marines 


used to send supply trains overland-. 
We captured several -of these and 
got 2,000 rifles and some machine 
guns. We captured 24 other machine 
guns from guards, and marines and 
got'several more from 
airplanes 


which our men shot down. 


"Sandino doesn't pay his "men, 
but 


gives them supplies 
"arid tobacco. 


For food, they"-live off the country."
